Easter—the Day of the Triumph 


Easter is the Day of the Triumph. It is not the day of the 
victory. That was won on Calvary. Before the sheer courage, 
the undaunted faith, the divine love of the Son of God, the 
powers of darkness and of sin went down to defeat in the 


battle of the Cross. On the cross “He made a show of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it.” 


But gaunt and worn, with bleeding hands and feet and 
wounded side, the thorn-crowned Victor bears no token of 
His victory. The world looks on afd scoffs. Even to the eye 
of faith the cause seems lost; the Kingdom of the disciples’ 
dreams is but a dream for the Master is gone. 


And then Easter dawns. The King lives. He returns for 
His triumph. In radiant strength, in immortal joy: He is 
revealed. Here is the revelation of His triumph. Hope is 
restored. Faith is made strong. Joy abounds. Easter is the 
perpetual witness, the living symbol, if one may so put it, of 
the real values embodied in the tragedy of Calvary. Love 
and self-sacrifice and goodness and truth appeared to perish 
there; but Easter reveals that those eternal values did not, 
nay, could not perish. Enshrined in the strong Son of God, 
He unconquered brings them to victory. The Easter revela- 
tion gives us vision of those things which are eternal and 
unconquerable. It is certainty for the present and promise 
for the future of the things which count most. 


This Easter message touches our lives at many points. It 
brings joy to the harassed and perplexed. The cross outside 
Jerusalem stood against the sky and was seen of all; but 
many a soul fights out its battle with darkness and despair 
upon a cross unseen by others. For such a soul perhaps 


everything has gone wrong. The problem of living has be- 
come increasingly hard. Money is scarce. Health is poor. 
Friends are indifferent. How many of us have known times 


when life semeed all “out of joint” and the worse because 
no one else understands. God may be “in His heaven.” He 
certainly does not seem to be in His world. We have been 
honest and faithful and pure. We have tried to be unselfish. 
We have fought hard and bravely; but—the powers of 
darkness seem to have won. Easter is for such souls. It 
bids them look beyond Calvary and see the shining of the 
Easter dawn. It gives them vision of the thorn-crowned suf- 
ferer rising in radiant splendor to His triumph. It says to 
them in the language of every day: Your courage has won; 
your purity and steadfastness are victorious. You possess 
already the only things which really count. You are the 
victor. In the real world which lies behind those things of 
matter and of sense you ride with Christ in the triumph. 

It brings hope to the one who hungers and thirsts after 
righteousness. Many a man fights hard for the victory 
over sin. 


How the powers of darkness 
Rage his step around, 


and yet he has so little success. Day by day he seems to be 
defeated. Day by day sin gets the better of him until he 
wonders whether it is in him at all to win. What use is it to 
keep on trying? Jesus goes down to defeat in Calvary. The 
good is perpetually wrecked by the bad. Is it not a hopeless 
business, this effort for perfection? To such a soul Easter 
is a great and shining stream of light and hope. Calvary was 
not defeat. The real victory is with Jesus. This battling 
nature of ours, so frail and sinful, in its loyal battles, in its 
struggles of faith, in its set of will is already the victor. In 
the radiancy of the Risen Christ is the revelation of what 
we really are, and the promise of our future. 


No message would seem to be more needed, let us note 
finally, more comforting and strengthening for our world 
today. The free nations make valiant fight to save the world 
from slavery; and then out of that victory there comes not a 
new world order; but trouble heaped upon trouble and. evil 
upon evil. Famine and oppression, revolution and war are 
rife. Industrial struggle is bitter and the way of the peace- 
maker is hard. Lawlessness among the highest as well as 


among the lowest, extravagance everywhere, unbridled li- 
cense among the young, vulgarity, coarseness and obscenity. 
The world is indeed a sad and evil world in which no man 
seems to know the way, a world where “ignorant armies 
cloak by night,” a world where crosses are raised daily for 
those who struggle for the good. The powerful and not the 
meek, possess the earth. “Blessed are ye poor,” cried the 
Master-on the hills of Galilee. “Blessed are ye rich,” cry His 
followers today. 


Why then the battle? What is the use of the fight? The 
victory has gone against the King of Love. Calvaries dot 
the earth and the powers of darkness rejoice. 


But the disheartened soul has stopped at Calvary, has for- 
gotten that over against Calvary is the tomb with the stone 
rolled away, that beyond Good Friday is Easter, that the 
radiant and immortal Son of God triumphs where once He 
hung suffering on the cross. Easter is the day for the dis- 
heartened and discouraged, for those who long for the 
Kingdom and it comes not. For it brings the message that 
the Kingdom has come; that Calvary is a throne; that the 
King has won; that eternal values hold the victory; that 
love is always conqueror so long as it remains love. The 
cause which for the moment enshrines truth and goodness 
and love may be beaten; but truth and goodness and love 
are never beaten. Good Fridays always lead to Easters. The 
suffering and defeated Son of Man upon the cross is the 
strong Son of God who rode upon his triumph on Easter 
morn. —E, L, P.

The Late Mrs. Clarissa Patch 


A true mother in Israel finished her mortal course when Mrs. 
Clarissa Patch fell asleep at her home in San Francisco, full of 
years and honor, on January 11. 

Mrs. Patch was the widow of William Y. Patch, to whom she was 
married in St. Louis. Mr. Patch came to California in 1853, and was 
joined by his wife, coming from her native city, Boston, a year 
later. 

Mr. Patch served for many years as a vestryman of Grace Church, 
being a member of its vestry when Bishop Kip arrived here in 
1854. 

The little congregation of Episcopalians were worshipping in the 
building that had recently been erected on Powell street between 
Jackson and John streets. This was the second Grace Church, and 
took the place of the original building known as Grace Chapel, 
which stood on the southwest corner of Powell and John streets. 
The town at that time consisted of a few houses around the 
Plaza. 

Bishop Kip, who had in 1854 come to California, was acting as 
rector of Grace Church, with the Rev. Mr. Ver Mehr as his 
assistant. 

Mrs. Patch was a woman of sterling character, fine mind, and 
singularly attractive personality. She was devoted to the Church 
and threw herself whole-heartedly into the parochial activities of 
Grace Church as long as she had the strength to do so. 

Her health began to fail in 1917, and from that time she was 
practically confined to her home, where her devoted children min- 
istered to her in her later years with an affectionate soiicitude that 
was beautiful to witness. She retained possession of her faculties 
to the end and was laid to rest in lona Churchyard by the side of 
her husband. 

Her children——-Mrs. Wilbur Howlett, Mrs. J. D. Bolton, Mrs. Ed- 
ward March, Susanne and William Y. Patch—all survive her.

Special Appeals Authorized 

The Diocesan Council, to which was referred requests from the 
School for Christian Service and Deaconess’ Training School in 
Berkeley and from St. Augustine’s Mission in Oakland, for author- 
ization to make direct appeals in the Diocese, makes the following 
statement: 

1. The School for Christian Service is a Provincial institution 
and has never been on the Diocesan budget. In the plans for the con- 
solidation of funds through the Nation-Wide Campaign the school 
has been glad to co-operate and made application this year for an 
appropriation of $2500 with the understanding that if that were 
granted there would be no direct appeals made during the year 
within this Diocese. Owing to the fact that the pledges indicate 
no increase in contributions for 1922, the Council is unable to make 
this appropriation and is giad therefore to authorize direct appeals 
on the understanding that no “drive” will be undertaken. 


2. In readjusting and cutting down the appropriations for 
Church Extension work in the Diocese the Department has found it 
necessary to discontinue the appropriation of about %450 tor the 
interest on the debt of St. Augustine’s Mission in Oakland. The 
Department feels that such charges should be borne by the mis- 
sions themselves but recognizes that St. Augustine’s has been carry- 
ing in a very splendid way a heavy burden. It is therefore glad to 
authorize representatives of St. Augustine’s to make direct appeals 
to individual Church people for this particular object. 


San Francisco Federation of Churches 


While the Church Federation of San Francisco has been organ- 
ized for some time it has only been functioning occasionally when 
some special demand was made upon it. Recently, however, so 
many new demands have been made upon the Christian churches 
of the community that it has been deemed necessary to reorganize 
the Federation, Representatives from a large number of the 
churches of San Francisco met in the First Congregational Church, 
on Thursday evening, March 23, and began the work of reorgan- 
ization. 

The meeting was addressed by Dr. Willets, Western Field Organ- 
izer, who outlined the work and benefits of the Federated Churches 
of America. Rev. Homer K. Pitman, pastor of Trinity Center 
Church, stated the progress being made in the work of reorganiza- 
tion, and some of the problems that were coming up in the near 
future which would need the assistance of the Federation. After a 
general discussion the officers and chairmen of several of the de- 
partments were elected as follows:

The Secretary announced that Dr. Tippey, Secretary of the Social 
Service Department of the National Federation, together with a 
team of four Social Service Secretaries of various denominations 
will hold a series of conferences in the bay district the first week 
in May, under the auspices of the San Francisco Federation, This 
will be the first of a series of important meetings and conferences 
to be held under the leadership of the Federation.

A Dual Institution 


The generous enterprise of the Church people at Corte Madera 
has institutionalized two essential elements in every missionary 
endeavor: the conservation of organic Church life and the exten- 
sion of hospitality to the community. The Church exists ultimately 
for the community, not merely for the communicants. The Church 
stands for universality not for sectionalism. 


Unquestionably the lives of pioneer bishops and of other mis- 
sionaries are so fraught with the romance of spiritual success be- 
‘ause, in the primal unorganized state of their fields, they gave 
themselves—the force in personal contacts—to the people, to whom 
they were sent. The true missionary is a good neighbor. Bishops 
Whipple, Whitaker, Hare, Tuttle, Rowe and Brent have demon- 
strated in their self-giving ministerial work that there is more for 
Christ and the Church in a man than there is in a machine, how- 


ever important canonical mechanism may be for true order in 
Church life. 


The new Assembly Halli at Corte Madera, erected by Holy Inno- 
cents’ Mission, stands for neighborliness, social amenity and civic 
enterprise. The Assembly Hall is both a home for the Church and 
a house devoted to every worthy civic enterprise. This dual institu-

tion is intended to utilize all that is constructive in the force of 
personal contacts. A largely overlooked phase of ecclesiastical re- 
sponsibility and opportunity is corporate pastoral activity—the 
force of congregational solidarity extended into community life. 


Although but recently erected, the Assembly Hall has functioned 
true to its dual purpose. Asa Church Home, two delightful and well 
attended social entertainments have been given. Furthermore, the 
Christian Endeavor Society has planned for occasional meetings in 
the hall and already Holy Innocents’ Woman’s Guild has made it a 
busy workshop. As a Civie Center, the Volunteer Fire Department 
of Corte Madera has given therein a splendid reception to a large 
and representative number of the citizens of Marin County. The 
Thimble Club and the Woman’s Club, which is Corte Madera’s Im- 
provement Club, will use it as a meeting place. In view of the more 
extensive laying of gas mains in Corte Madera, the Pacific Gas & 
Electric-Company: utilized Assembly Hall to demonstrate the use 
of gas ranges, and as a compensation made valuable concessions 
toward equipments for the building.

Well on towards his ninetieth year Mr. William Augustus Muhlen- 
berg Van Bokkelen, Nestor and Lay Reader in the Diocese of 
California for two generations, recently gave a luncheon to a small 
group of his friends to mark his seventieth anniversary of Church 
Work, at which the following toast was offered:

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Christianity a Man’s Religion 


A series of articles under the above caption, written by the Rev. 
Julius A. Schaad, has been appearing in “The Witness.” The fol- 
lowing extract from the first article gives a good impression of the 
main purpose of these articles. They deserve the careful study of 
all Church people who are trying to interpret the true life and 
character of Jesus Christ to our own day and generation. 

“I wish in this series to develop the quite obscured fact that 
Christianity is pre-eminently a man’s religion. Its Founder and 
associates were virile men—and such men! Its ministry is a chal- 
lenge to red-blooded men. Its message has a direct bearing upon 
men in modern times. Its principles are the supreme test of strong 
men. Its privileges and duties are consistent with masculine dig- 
nity and honor. Its deepest spiritual experiences are suited to men’s 
personal needs. 

“Think first of the Founder of Christianity. Forget the Christ of 
the stained glass window with its anaemic face, its effeminate 
hands and its often repellant implications. Rather think of the 
Christ whose strong face and bearing abashed the Roman soldiers, 
made Pilate quail and Peter weep. Think of the Christ whose 
hands not only made the yoke, but which when laid to the plow 
never turned back. 


“Think of the Christ who went fishing with men, loved the moun-_ 


tains and desert, though in terms of rugged life, and never winced 
at pain. 

‘Think of the Christ who dared to condemn entrenched wrong in 
State and Church, defy hypocrisy and conventional shams, and 
went to the Cross without a murmur. 

“Think of the Christ who was indifferent to personal comforts, 
scrupulously paid His taxes, obeyed law on principle, and was able 
wholly to control himself under all the critical circumstances of 
His turbulent life. 

“Then you will begin to have before you a picture of the strong 
Man who founded the Christian religion.”

AN ORDER OF SERVICE FOR THE THREE HOURS 
ON GOOD FRIDAY 


(By the Rev. Bayard H. Jones) 


The following schedule for the Three Hours was worked out to 
meet three difficulties encountered in the use of the customary 
pamphlet orders of service: First, there is not enough variety in 
the usual service, which consists of almost uninterrupted preaching; 
second, the service assumes an acquaintance on the part of the 
congregation with the general scriptural background of the Seven 
Words used as texts, which does not exist; third, the choice of 
hymns and prayers in the published forms leaves much to be 
desired. 


In the following order, an appropriate lesson and psalm are added 
to the customary hymns and prayers, which again are carefully co- 
ordinated to the Seven Words. The service is conveniently broken 
at the thirds of the hours, facilitating the coming and going of 
those unable to stay for the whole period. The time schedule must 
be adhered to, and the discourses rigidly limited to not more than 
ten minutes. 


The hymn references are given to the “Old” or Hutchins Hymnal. 
hyphenated numbers indicating a preferred tune. The citation of 
collects is typical rather than complete, as a number of altered or 
specially composed prayers were used in this service, which for 
brevity can not be given in this summary; references being to 
pages of the standard Prayer Book, hyphenated figures identifying 
which of the collects beginning on the page cited is intended.

Mrs. Lance announced that the Quiet Day would be conducted on

The Educational Secretary reported the prospect of many Discus- 
sion Groups during Lent.

In 
this connection Mrs. Tibbits reported that All Souls, Berkeley is 
collecting disused communion linen and altar furnishings and dis- 
tributing them as need arises. 

The address was given by the Rev. Dr. Swift of El Paso, Texas. 
He spoke very beautifully of the service of women, as illustrated 
by the women of the Bible, and drew attention to the praise given 
by our Lord to the service beyond what is absolutely necessary— 
the service of love, illustrated by the precious ointment poured 
upon His feet. 


The president of the Auxiliary received from the Rev. E. J. Lee 
of Anking, China, a letter telling of the great suffering in the 
Province of Anhwei and neighboring provinces, caused by the worst 
flood in one hundred years. Great lakes cover villages and cultivated 
fields over vast area, and as there are no outlets, they will probably 
remain several years until they evaporate. Thousands’ were 
drowned, It is estimated that 2,000,000 people will be dependent on 
famine relief for a considerable period. Our missionaries need our 
help to save the lives of these people—one dollar will save a life. 
A letter has been sent to each Branch stating the need and the 
opportunity, and it is hoped that the Auxiliary will be able to send 
a generous contribution for this purpose, Please send any contribu- 
tions to the treasurer, Mrs. Charles Henry White, 105 Cherry street, 
San Francisco, marked “China Flood Fund.”

The Christianization of Japan

(Sermon by Bishop Parsons, sent by radio on Sunday, March 19, 
1922, from the Rock Ridge Station, Berkeley.) 


Acts 17:26—“He made of one every nation of men for to dwell on 
the face of all the earth. 


Most of our difficulties in being Christians come in the applica- 
tion of Christianity to life, not in the nature of the religion itself. 
It is not difficult to think of God as the Father of all men. If one 
believes in any God at al! other than mere power, it is hard to 
think of Him in any other way, The difficulty comes in the appli- 
cation. We don’t like to take the trouble to think things out; and 
particularly we don’t like to take that trouble when it lands us (as 
somehow unconsciously we know it will) in conclusoins which go 
flatly against all our traditions and our prejudices. One of the 
troubles in the industrial world today is that so many Christian 
men will not stop to think out the kind of solution of our prob- 
lems which Christianity demands. 


The same thing is true, and very strikingly true, in international 
affairs. It is because Christian men have not thought in a Chris- 
tian way about the relation of nations to one another that the 
world is in its present trouble. It is because Christian men do not 
think in a Christian way about their nation’s place in the world 
that America has pursued such a tragic course during the past 
three years, has been a slacker and a quitter and now with her 
lost ground partly rewon stands largely helpless while the Senate 
plays politics with the welfare of the world at stake. 


After the war there was a momentary outburst of enthusiasm, a 
response of the religious consciousness to the vision of a new 
world order and to a new family of nations, But it was only en- 
thusiasm, It soon evaporated under the exigencies of political 
strategy, and the great body of Christian people lost their vision 
and became absorbed again in the questions of bread and butter— 
important enough questions, but responsible, when treated without 
vision and without unselfishness, for the war and all the misery of 
the world. Now again there is a burst of enthusiasm for the 
achievements of the Washington Conference. How long can we 
sustain this enthusiasm? Is it enough to overcome the opposition 
of the little Americans and the hate-breeding yellow journals? It 
seems probable. But granting ratification of the treaties, can we 
keep going in the right direction? Can we carry America forward 
to do her whole duty in the world? 


The answer depends largely upon the grip which our religion has 
on us, upon our willingness to think through the matter from a 
religious point of view, upon our determination to let neither na- 
tional prejudices nor political partisanship nor business interests 
dominate over the demands of our religion. It is worth while, 
therefore, for us to think and think often of the application of 
Christinaity (and indeed of religion as it would be known among 
educated people in America today) to the problems of interna- 
tional relationships. Let me try to put before you briefly three 
implications of the Gospel of Christ bearing on this matter. 


The first is that which is suggested in the text. God is the Father 
of all men. All are equally objects of His care. The welfare of 
one is as important as that of another. With impartial love He 
looks upon Americans and Chinese, Japanese and Russians, English- 
men, Frenchmen, Germans, The tribal God is a thing of the past. 
In the heat of the war men prayed to God as if He were only 
Jehovah of Hosts, leader of the armies of their own land. They 
called Him openly the German God; and I fear that al- 
though they did not call Him so openly many people on the other 
side, even here in America, thought of Him as the God of the 
Allies. 


But He is not. We know it when we stop to think. We must 
learn to know it in our daily lives. We must learn to act upon the 
truth that all people are one in God; that God has no favorites 
other than as exceptional privileges bring exceptional responsibili- 
ties; that God is just as much concerned that the people of Japan 
should live wholesome worthy lives as that we Americans should 
do so. We are all one family. Our interests are bound up to- 
gether. The interests of America do not in God’s sight loom larger 
than those of China or Armenia; and therefore a believer in God 
can think of his own interests and those of his nation only as 
part of the interests of all men. 

If, then, mankind constitute this great family of God, what is 
the Christian to think of the place of the nation in that family? 
Obviously, the nation or the state is only a group within the larger 
group. It is not an independent thing; but part of a larger whole. 
The family in town or city has its relative independence; but no 
one for a moment thinks of it as a group which can do just what it 
pleases. It must always be bound by its duties and responsibilities 
to the whole community. The law of custom of the whole com- 
munity controls it. Within the family itself, however much we 
fail we always think that the same thing ought to be true. The 
individual merges his life into the common life. In the same rela- 
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tion stands the nation to the world. The nations of the world are 
a group of families within a family and for them the same prin- 
ciples must govern which govern in the smaller ranges. 


International law is based upon this principle. All of us in 
America see clearly enough that there are claims of humanity (as 
in international law) which are above national claims, The religious 
man can not doubt it. He serves not country first and then God; 
but God first and then country; humanity first and then country. 
But clearly as he may recognize the truth of that statement in 
general, he is slow to see that that makes the slogan, “America 
First” mean something quite different from what it ordinarily 
means. It is not America first to the exclusion of others; nor for 
America’s selfish interests. It is America first as one’s first loyalty, 
the service of which means the service of all mankind. It is America 
first herself in service. ; 


For a Christian man the nation must act according to the stand- 
ards of the best just as truly as the individual, The individual state 
exists not for its own development and power. It is not supreme. 
The family of God is supreme and the individual state must serve 
the whole. Nations have done this seldom. America has tried it in 
the Philippines and Cuba perhaps. America did it during the World 
War. But since the war America has been looking out for herself, 
The debates on the treaties show that. The discussion of repara- 
tions and debts, of ship subsidies and tariffs show it. Think of the 
scorn with which the average American greeted the notion that we 
should take a mandate for Armenia. What difference did it make 
to us if that ancient people persisted so long as we could avoid 
trouble and save money. But religion says clearly and insistently: 
There is no other way. A nation belongs to the great family of 
nations and a nation must find its highest development in service. 
Of course, it is idealism. But idealism is precisely what religion is. 
It aims for the highest. It sets its heart on the impossible—and in 
the end it gets it. 


And finally if in the eyes of the religious man all men consti- 
tute the family of God he can not rest contented until that family 
life reveals itself in the organization of the world. He sees that this 
thing which men call the sovereignty of nations is only a relative 
thing; that its purpose is not an independence which goes its own 
way; but a freedom to enter into the life of the whole, to sur- 
render the fetish of sovereignty in order that the reality of freedom 
may be attained. It is strange how clearly men see this in their 
own lives or within the nation; how slowly they see it for the 
world! No man is really free until he lives in a community of 
law. He is not really free so long as he has to carry a gun. Nations 
are not free so long as the world is an armed camp. They only be- 
come free when through the establishment of a real world order 
they can lay aside their arms. We say we breathe freely again be- 
cause the Washington Conference has released us from fear on 
the Pacific. But that is only a temporary and partial release. We 
must go on until the new order has come. The League of Nations, 
the World Court, the Washington treaties, each contributes its 
share. Christians may differ as to the relative value of these or 
other means; but there can be no difference on the ultimate aim. 
The family of God must be able to act as a family. The Kingdom 
of God must reveal itself in social structure as well as in the soul. 


We Christians are ready enough to admit that God is the Father 
of humanity. Our hard task is to apply that faith. That faith abol- 
ishes race hatred; it abolishes race privileges; it treats all men 
with respect and the trust due the sons of God, It changes the na- 
tional purpose from one of aggrandisement and profit to one of 
service. It re-interprets sovereignty in the light of freedom and 
fellowship and rejoices to count itself part of the greater whole. 
To bring such a faith into active operation in the world of nations 
is our task. It is a hard task, a big task; but all the more enthrall- 
ign. When Christian people, when religious people have risen td 
it, then we may hope to see the shadowy outline of the Kingdom 
of God growing more distinct and new courage coming to the suf- 
fering heart of huma.uwtity.

The Rev. G. H. B. Wright, rector of St. Peter’s Church, San 
Francisco, was recently opening the Church for an evening service 
and upon entering the Church noted that the electric organ blower 
was running and decided to stop it before lighting up the Church. 
While he was climbing the stairs that lead to the organ loft, a 
flashlight appeared in the Church, Thinking that another “poor- 
box thief” was at work, Mr. Wright decided to surprise him by 
suddenly turning on the Church lights. Just as he turned on the 
lights he found himself looking straight into a large automatic 
pistol held by a stalwart policeman. The first words that came to 
the genial rector were, “Excuse me, but don’t you know that you 
ought to take your hat off in church?”

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General Convention Coming to Pacific Coast 


For nearly the whole of September, Portland, Oregon, will be the 
Mecca toward which the eyes of all good Church people will be 
directed. The House of Bishops, the House of Deputies and the 
women’s organizations will for the first time in the history of 
the Church meet under one roof, in the magnificent Auditorium that 
is the sroperty of the city. Over five thousand people can be com- 
fortably seated for the great historic services. A thousand pepole 
can be supplied with lunch at one sitting in the commodious base- 
ment and upstairs convention rooms will house the exhibits of a 
score of Church activities. The great churches of Poriland have 
gladly offered their buildings and equipment for conferences. 


The Public Library, a massive four-square dynamo house of 
moral force, has been tendered for nine different meetings at a 
time. It may be interesting to point out that the per capita with- 
drawal of books in the whole whole United States is the highest 
in Portland. 


The Auto Committee and the women’s organizations will provide 
a fleet of machines marked with the purple cross, which has been 
chosen to be the official badge. From the time the delegates arrive 
at the station wearing the official cross, autos will be at their ser- 
vice for business or pleasure. One special excursion will be along 
the fifty miles of waterfall and mountain that skirts the great Co- 
lumbia River. At Multnomah Falls our guests shall witness a sheer 
drop of 725 feet, where a mountain stream falls into a fern-fringed 
pool and clothes the shining cliff with an exquisite veil of shim- 
mering, pearly lace. 


For those of active temperament, the Outing Committee will pro- 
vide, both before and after Convention, mountain climbing trips, 
fishing and hunting excursions, boating facilities and excursions to 
the special scenic points of Oregon, like Crater Lake, the wonderful 
Josephine Caves, the McKenzie River with “the finest fishing in the 
world,” to quote Kipling. 


Some of the visitors are planning to take cottages by the sea- 
side, or to rent furnished houses in Portland for a month or more. 
This plan gives a magnificent vacation at a very moderate cost 
when shared among a number. A group of teachers, instead of go- 
ing to Europe, is coming to spend a glorious holiday camping in 
the shadow of Mt. Hood, which towers over 12,000 feet above the 
shining waters of the ancient Oregon. As that great poem “Thana- 
topsis” declares, “Where rolls the Oregon and hears no sound save 
its own dashings.” 


Already reservations have been made for over a thousand per- 
sons, including Bishops from such distant points as Japan, Brazil; 
deputies from Florida and New Hampshire, visitors form Alaska 
and Patagonia, women from China and England, friendly delegates 
from Canada and the other parts of the Anglican Communion. For 
on our great Church the sun never sets, 


“As o’er each continent and island, 
The dawn leads on another day, 
The voice of prayer is never silent, 
Nor dies the strain of praise away.”

to travel with any degree of comfort. Dean Page is one of the 
younger clergy, but he inherits his father’s love of the work, and 
accomplishes with love and zeal what to many men of his age and 
experience would be a formidable task. There is a possibility of 
wedding bells being heard in his direction before very long, and 
reports indicate that his fiancee is an ardent Church worker and a 
young lady of tact, refinement and culture. 

The Rev. Vincent Gray, formerly of New Kensington, Pa., and 
now of Oroville, Washington, is to be congratulated on the splendid 
way in which he and his wife have taken hold of the work of the 
Church, and the hearts of the people in his new field. Bishop Page 
recently was much pleased to confirm a class of ten people, five 
of them were fine lads, members of the Boy Scouts of which their 
vicar is the Scout Master. Mrs. Vincent Gray heads the Girl Scouts. 


A clergyman is well blessed with a wife who can co-operate with. 


him in the various phases of his work, and such team work helps 
more than mere words can possibly estimate. Mr. Gray holds 
services at Chesaw and other places, the latest of which is Chopaka, 
where no services of any kind have been held for some time. 

St. John’s Church, Spokane, dedicated their new building New 
Year’s Day, and a class was presented for Confirmation at the same 
time. Bishop Herman Page congratulated the people upon having 
a vicar who was also a master builder, for most of the work was 
done by his own hands. The people of St. Matthew’s and St. Peter’s 
Churches with their respective vicars took part in the service, thus 
saying in a kindly way, “We wish you good luck in the name of 
the Lord.” The Rev. Matthew James Stevens, vicar, is also blessed 
with a most efficient wife and a family of five young people, the 
oldest of whom is married and helps in the Church at Anchorage, 
Alaska, while the youngest was presented for Confirmation at this 
dedication service of the new Church. Rev. Stevens also ministers 
to the colored congregation of St. Thomas’ at Spokane.

A Real Man and a Real Message 


The following editorial review of Bishop Williams’ new book, 
“The Prophetic Ministry for Today,” was written by Bishop Ben- 
nett and recently appeared in “The Duluth Churchman” under the 
above caption. It deserves the serious consideration of all Church 
people, and especially the clergy. 


The real man is the Rt. Rev. Charles D. Wililams, and the real 
message is a book of his lectures entitled, “The Prophetic Ministry 
for Today.” These lectures were the Lyman Beecher Lectures given 
before the Yale School of Religion, 


In this little book a note of real value is sounded, a note which 
should be heard and heeded today, it is a ringing call for prophets, 
not profits. 


The lectures are titled as follows: 1—A Modern Minister; a Com- 
posite; 2—The Prophetic Succession; 3—The Prophetic Inheritance; 
4—The Prophetic Message for Today; 5—The Prophetic Program 
for Today; 6—Critic, Reformer, Prophet; 7—Prophet and Priest; 
8—The Gospel for a Day of Disillusionment. 


They are all stimulating and productive of searchings of heart, 
especially to a clergyman. In them is a challenge and a call, pos- 
sibly also a rebuke. We have very few, if any, real prophets today. 
We have mostly priests. This is no criticism of either function of 
the ministry, simply a statement of the fact that we seem to have 
run to the production of priests rather than prophets, and we need 
more prophets. 


An age suffering from disillusionment as this one is needs the 


clear voices of many clear-seeing men who are not afraid to tell 
abroad just what they see. We need to hear ringing over the land 
the old cry, “Thus saith the Lord!” 


We have too much preaching of Church and too little or religion. 
Too much debating over matters of ritual and form and too little 
agonizing over the souls of men lost in a bitter world. We have 
not yet stopped to realize that the Church must regain, yes, let us 
repeat it, regain her leadership by preaching again the verities of 
religion, and forget for a time the forms of expression. 

Once more as general convention approaches, my desk is being 
cluttered up with minute reports on Prayer Book revision, Would 
that God would sweep our minds with the winds of His Spirit, set 
our hearts on fire with the flames of His love, and send us forth, if 
necessary, to be “Fools for Christ’s sake” to shock a crazy world 
back to something near sanity. 


God give us prophets! 
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The Value and Beauty of Symbolism

There is no mistaking the fact that through the material we rise 
to the spiritual. 


In Religious Symbolism the outward expression of Faith is like a 
lyric poem, mystical yet full of a tender feeling. This is a great in- 
centive to reverence as many persons require “the outward and 
visible sign”; finding it also in the holy services at the Altar. The 
Holy Table being the special symbol of God’s Presence, and the 
Throne of our Lord’s Sacramental Presence in the Holy Eucharist. 


The Altar illumined with the two Eucharistic candles signify that 
in the twofold nature of Christ, human and divine, is the very true 
Light of the world. The Altar Cross, ever being a beautiful re- 
minder of our Redemption by Christ, also signifies the Holy Eu- 
charist was instituted to commemorate this event. 


Picture the interior of a fine old Gothic Church! The richly 
colored windows, embellished with figures of saints and angels, dif- 
fuse a soft mellow light. This light is reflected on the chaste 
Altar; also on the Re-Table, upon which rests the jeweled Cross 
and the Eucharistic candlesticks. As we gaze upon all this sym- 
bolic beauty, a faint subtle sense of holiness comes over us. 
Mystical at first, it gradually creates a lasting impression, that 
leads to a yearning desire to be nearer to God, to be permitted to 
see more than the vision. This desire not only intensifies the real 
values of life, but is a beckoning of some higher power to the soul, 
that has caught the glow and meaning of Symbolism. 

Closely allied to Symbolism is the Beauty of the Sanctuary. For 
this reason, even the poor parishes should make their Churches as 
attractive as possible, 

We should see that our Churches are immaculately kept, that the 
Altar linen is always spotlessly clean. Then each Church, even 
among the small country parishes, will become more pleasing to 
the eye; this sacred work will add much to the devotion of the 
flock. 

Loving, thoughtful care of our sanctuaries, together with per- 
ception of Beauty in architecture, art, and decoration of our 
Churches also precedes a deeper insight into the inner truths of 
religion. 

Who has not felt a holy awe on visiting the Catholic cathedrals 
of England and Italy—both Anglican and Roman? 

One of the most exquisite gems of Gothic architecture is the his- 
torical Saints Chappelle of Paris with its beautiful windows. 

Here in San Francisco, the Church of the Advent, beautified with 
its paintings of Christ and the Stations of the Cross, depicts a mar- 
velous story, especially to one familiar with Bible teachings. 

I trust Grace Cathedral will soon be an imposing edifice rising in 
forceful lines on its magnificent site. Meanwhile the Chancel of 
the Crypt, with its many handsome memorials, is full of tender holy 
associations. Prophetic words are carved in letters of gold on the 
base of the Holy Table. This Icttering is all the more realistic to 
those who experienced the San Francisco earthquake. “After the 
earthquake a fire, after the fire, a still small voice. Therefore will I 
not fear though the earth be moved, and the hills carried into the 
midst of the sea.” 

St. Luke’s Church is very chaste and ornate. When all the English 
windows are installed it will be the Sainte Chappelle of San Fran- 
cisco; as the memorial windows are by far the most beautfiul of 
any other edifice. Its exterior is as lovely as its interior, recalling 
in outline some of the ancient chapels of the Old World. 

“The Beauty” of this Chancel is also enhanced by Symbols. Seven 
red glowing lamps suspended from the Rood Beam, under a large 
wooden Crucifix symbolize the seven spirits of God standing be- 
fore the Throne. Perpetual Lights also signify the Perpetual Pres- 
ence of Christ. 

At St. Luke’s Church over the pure white Altar is a large memorial 
window, the center panel representing the Angel of the Resur- 
rection. 

Last Easter, at the 5:00 o’clock Mass, this window was in utter 
darkness; gradually, as morning broke, dawn came in through the 
window illuminating the figure of the Angel; truly a promise of 
the Easter light and joy. First Calvary or Darkness—then Dawn 
and the Resurrection! 

How I wish all the Churches would celebrate at Easetr a Dawn 
Eucharist, it being fully as inspiring and impressive as the Mid- 
night Mass on Christmas Eve. 

Bishop Brent has written thus: “The mystic sense or element in 
man is not the property of a few. All of us have it. It is the heart 
and soul Sf ‘idealism.’ ”
